Compulsory health is viol one; 


doubly im- 


whit less important than com 
pulsory education. 
This is, in 
effect, the statem ent of Dr. Fred 
Peterson of New York City. Dr. 
Peterson is one of the foremost 
authorities on the subject in 
America. 
The selective draft has reveal­ 
ed defects in nearly 30 per cent 
of our young men. Cursory ex­ 
aminations of school children 


“Send us men, guns, and sup­ 
plies quickly, and we will win in 
1919 " is General Pershing’s an­ 
swer to Germany's request for a 
negotiated peace. That seems to 
he generally the answer men of 
vision would make, unless Ger­ 
many surrenders unconditional­ 
ly. Then, and only then, can we 
falter. A nation to whom a sol­ 
emn treaty is merely a “scrap of 
■ paper,” who has excused every

al asset— the health of the bodies 
of our school children. 
“We have spent millions of dol­ 
lars for the medical care of our 
insane— why not spend some­ 
thing to eliminate some of the 
causes of insanity?” 
Dr. Peterson reasons that the 
body is the foundation on which 
the mental structure must rise. 
And since we have compulsory 
education, why not have compul­ 
sory health? 
The plan .suggests thai teach­ 
ers should be given better sani­ 
tary conditions for their own 
health; fuller instruction in all 
that has to do with the laws of 
health; every city and country 
school should be made sanitary 
and kept so, and school grounds 
should be beautified. 
Every child should be weighed 
and measured regularly, and its 
health record kept. The plan 
would make it the duty of au­ 
thorities to see that defects oi 
our 
young are 
corrected 
and 
disorders of clothing, growth and 
nutrition 
remedied. 
It 
would 
provide adequate physical train­ 
ing in schools, together with a 
thorough system of instruction 
in ail 
matters pertaining to 
health, with special emphasis on 
health problems, rather than dis­ 
ease, 
on 
the responsibility of 
parenthood, of public health anil 
sanitation,' and on methods for 
avoiding communicable diseases, 
and for all that relates to nutri­ 
tion and growth, including foods 
and food values. 
Sounds reasonable. 
The plan! 
ought to mean stronger men and 
women, and a great deal less suf­ 
fering, inefficiency, and crime— 
with all of the happiness result­ 
ing from such a condition.
